ANOTHER FRUIT 
PEST UNCOVERED 


Rose Beetle Reported To Be 


Doing Considerable Dam- 


age in County. 


Considerable damage is being done 


to Adams county apple orchards this 
year by a little known rose beetle, 
according to Dr. S. W. Frost, Ar- 
endtsville, state research entomolo- 
gist. 


The beetle is very small, measur- 


ing about one-eighth of an inch in 
length. It is of a greenish-black 
color. 


According to Dr. Frost the beetle 


thrives on apples and trees have 
been found in the county in which 
fifty per cent of the fruit has been 
destroyed. The beetle ulso feeds on 
clover, blackberry and rose blossoms, 
from which it derives its name. 


Merle Wood, of Penn State college, 


is doing research work in the county 
on the action of the beetle in an ef- 
fort to find a method of controlling 
its development.

SMITH, FRIENDS 
ASK REJECTION 
OF ROOSEVELT 


Call on Delegates to 
Nominate “Genuine 
Democrat” for 
President. 


Philadelphia, June 22 (AP)—The 
gathering Democratic legions pledg­ 
ed to Roosevelt and Garner paused 
Sunday night in a Sunday of gen­ 
erally harmonious convention pre­ 
parations 
to 
ponder 
the 
conse­ 
quences of the ‘‘take a walk” invi­ 
tation issued in New York by five 
prominent dissenters. 
Words flew thick and fast in ho­ 
tel lobby and quieter conference 
room, but few* of them were for 
publication. 
Making the only for­ 
mal comment on the demand of Al 
Smith and the others that the party 
turn from Roosevelt and nominate 
a 
"genuine 
Democrat,” 
National 
Chairman James A. Farley said; 
"This convention will nominate a 
genuine Democrat, — Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. 
Farley Not Surprised 
Later, after some conferences with 
his political aides, he added the fol­ 
lowing statem ent: 
"No one is surprised by th** report 
that certain people prominent in 
organizations 
like 
tho 
Liberty 
League will send telegrams to the 
convention or issue statem ents—the I 
objectives and connections of people, 
of this kind are by this time thor- i 
oughly well known to every Ameri- J 
can.” 
That, and nothing more. 
But it 1 
did not still the murmur of specula- J 
tion which ran through the arriving j 
delegations, or the questionings of 
what developments of the past three 
days might mean in the campaign 
ahead. 
Face Two "Revolts” 
I 
A week ago party leaders were 
j talking only of a great harmony 
meeting at Philadelphia. They knew 
that Smith and others were out of 
tune with the Roosevelt regime, but 
they predicted freely that nothing 
much would come of that. Now, on 
convention eve, the Roosevelt ticket 
faces both the new Lemke-Coughlin- 
Townsend Union Party on the left, 
and on the right the open revolt of 
Smith and the others who have 
joined with him. 
That has changed the convention 
picture greatly so 
far as lobby 
speculation and talk of the future 
is concerned. 
There is no sign it 
has changed the intentions of the 
delegates. 
On every side the pre­ 
diction holds that the convention 
opening Tuesday in Philadelphia’s 
flag-draped auditorium will renom­ 
inate Mr. Rosevelt and adopt a plat­ 
form endorsing his Administration, 
—all with substantial unanimity. 
A few controversies are expect­
